Judge Parker's Record and

Because of Parker’s drive for 
the disfranchisement of Negroes 
in North Carolina, the NAACP 
had launched its own campaign 
to collect evidence for the Senate 
to prove that Parker was unfit 
for that high post. 

A total of 122 affidavits were 


collected in North Carolina. They. 


included sworn testimony to the 
effect that the Republican Party 
of the state under Parker “does 


not invite, permit, or receive Ne- . 


gro delegates. that its conven- 
tions are held -in places where 
Negroes are prohibited and that 
Judge Parker flagrantlv violated 
the 13th, 14th and 15th amend- 
ments to the U. §. Constitution.”
